It happened to be 
on the track the morning 20 Un- 
ion raiders decided to aid the war 
effort by cutting Confederate sup- 
ply lines from Atlanta by captur- 
ing tne train and blowing ap all 
the bridges on the main line. "The 
General" was a wood-burning lo- 
comotive which had been com- 
missioned by the Western and At- 
lanta railroad eight years before 
at a cost of 88,850. It had led a 
comparatively quiet life during 
the early years with a maximum 
speed of about 25 miles an hour 
if the wood was dry and the fire- 
man strong. 
NOW UNDER OIL 


It charged into Gettysburg Fri- 


day at its maximum speed, but 
under oil power. The tender is 
attached but loaded with fake 
slabs that lend the proper at- 
mosphere. The ride was smooth 
and sootiess, although there was 
a distinct odor of oil fumes in the 
plusfa passenger car of the 1860s. 
The car is authentic with a pot- 
bellied stove and gas lights, red 
plush-covered seats and windows 
that open all the way. The Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad, fos- 
ter parents cf "The General" on 
the current tour, limits the seating 
to 40 persons.

GOES ON VIEW 
UNTIL M Y 4 


It w o n t break any speed rec­ 
ords but "T he G eneral" proved 
Friday afternoon that there s life 
in the old boy yet as it rolled 
into the W estern M aryland station 
in G ettysburg and ground to a 
stop before a crowd of several 
hundred people who began gath­ 
ering about the tim e the fam ous 
locomotive 
w as 
pulling 
out 
of 
Seven Stars enroute from H agers. 
town 


"The G eneral" arrived in G et­ 
tysburg at 5 o'clock — 30 m inutes 
ahead of schedule — which 
is 
more than most 
m odern trains 
can do these days. It carried ap­ 
proxim ately 25 passengers. 15 of 
whom were m em bers of the Ha­ 
gerstown Model Train Club, spe­ 
cial guests of C larence R 
Z ar­ 
foss, vice president of the W est­ 
ern M aryland R ailroad, host to 
the 
110-year-old 
locomotive 
on 
the Pennsylvania-M aryland leg of 
the 13-state centennial tour of the 
fam ous E ngine No 3. It will re ­ 
main at the local station until 
July 4 and is open to tho public 
C ircum stances at Big Shanty, 
Ga., April 12.

on the track the m orning 20 Un. 
ion raiders decided to aid the war 
effort by cutting C onfederate sup­ 
ply lines from A tlanta by cap tu r­ 
ing the train and blowing up all 
the bridges on the m ain line. "The 
G eneral" w as a wood-burning lo­ 
comotive which had been com ­ 
missioned by the W estern and At­ 
lanta railroad eight years before 
at a cost of $8,850. It had led a 
com paratively 
quiet 
life during 
the early years with a m axim um 
speed of about 25 m iles an hour 
if the wood w as dry and the fire­ 
m an strong. 
NOW U N D E R OIL 


It charged into G ettysburg F ri­ 
day at its m axim um speed, but 
under oil power. The tender is 
attached 
but 
loaded 
with 
fake 
slabs th at lend 
the proper a t­ 
m osphere. The ride w as smooth 
and sootless, although there was 
a distinct odor of oil fum es in the 
plush passenger car of the 1860s. 
The c a r is authentic with a pot­ 
bellied stove and gas lights, red 
plush-covered seats and windows 
that open all the way. The Louis­ 
ville and N ashville Railroad, fos­ 
ter parents of "T he G eneral" on 
the current tour, lim its the seating 
to 40 persons. 
Little is revealed in the history 
of "The G eneral” concerning its 
thirst, but F riday it had to stop 
at Highfield to take on a tank of 
w ater supplied by the Blue Ridge 
Sum m it F ire Company tank tnick.

Chief of Police Jack Bartlett 
today reminded that next week, 
Sunday througn July 6, is nation­ 
al Burglary Prevention Week. 
F’our of every IO burglaries are 
committed 
in 
homes, 
Bartlett 
said. 
and 
“ in many instances 
the burglars chief ally is the per­ 
son he victimizes ” 
The chief warned persons leav­ 
ing for summer vacations etc. 
should make arrangements with 
a neighbor to mow the lawn. and 
rem ove mail, papers, etc., from 
the porch. "Usually you can walk 
down a .street and tell exactly 
who is away. Old newspapers, 
advertising fliers and everything 
else, the normal debris that is 
removed daily, is piled on the 
porch, almost providing an invi­ 
tation to the burglar to enter the 
house ” 
Bartlett sugge>ted that people 
lock windows and doors when 
they leave, whether for a few 
hours or for a summer vacation, 
and also suggested the purchase 
of “an automatic timer or two 
to turn lights on and off each 
evening to give the impression 
that someone is at home.”

John B. Hood in 1864 to move 
supplies and ammunition from 
Atlanta. It wax badly damaged 
in one incident when an 81-car 
load of ammunition was blown 
up behind it in Septemlxr. 1864. 
In 1871 it was rebuilt and convert­ 
ed to a coal burner, at which 
time it was given a jagged stack 
to break un the stream of sparks 
that spewed from the stack. In 
1891 it was condemned and ap 
praised for scrap at $1,500. 


WORLD'S FAIR 
"The General” 
has 
attended 
more World’s Fairs than any lo 
comotive in history starting with 
the Chicago F.\po>ition in 1893. 
It missed the tend rote in a Bus 
ter Keaton movie in 1926 because 
of dissension of descendants of 
some of the chase participants, 
but Walt Disney made a movie 
of the story of “The General” in 
1956. In June. 1961. it was recon 
ditioned for the fourth time and 
has been running on 
its own 
steam ever since It is owned by 
the Kentucky Railway and is on 
loan to the L & N for the tour 
"The General” incident brought 
the Congressional Medal of Hon 
or to all 20 of Andrews Raiders 
Jacob Parrott, 18. youngest of the 
Union spies, was the first man 
in history to receive the coveted 
meda. Of tile 20 men who made 
history by failing to blow up the 
railroad 
tracks, 
seven 
were 
hanged, seven were imprisoned 
and the rest escaped. The last 
survivor of the raid died in 1923 
Historians 
refer 
to 
the 
Big 
Train Theft as “one of the most 
useless but interesting incidents 
of the Civil War.” 
Train enthusiasts of 1963 are 
glad it happened.

PHILADELPHIA 'AP) - In its 
final report Friday, the regular 
June Philadelphia grand jury ob­ 
jected to the recent U S Supreme 
Court decision against required 
reading of the Bible and the 
Lord’s Prayer in public schools. 
as contributing to “the amorality 
of our youth by removing the last 
vestige of a code ot moral con­ 
duct in banning religious practices 
from our public schools." 
The grand jury also said it was 
opposed to legalized lotteries ami 
flat horse racing. 
The report, handed up to Judge 
Barnard J. Kelley, also recom­ 
mended that magistrates lie em­ 
powered to dispose of cases in­ 
volving charges of illegal lottery, 
common gambler, driving while 
intoxicated and driving after Te­ 
as a means 
of relieving court congestion.

BERLIN (AP)—Soviet Prem ier 
Khrushchev arrives in E ast Ber­ 
lin today for a surprise summit 
meeting with leaders of other So­ 
viet bloc countries. 
Following Khrushchev into Ber­ 
lin were Polish party chief Wlady- 
slaw Gomulka and Czechoslovak 
President Antonin Novotny. 
Other satellite leaders are ex­ 
pected to assemble in E ast Berlin 
by Sunday, the 70th birthday of 
East German Communist party 
boss Walter Ulbricht. 


BIRTHDAY P AR TY 


Ulbricht's birthday is the offi­ 
cial pretext for the gathering. But 
it is the first tim e Khrushchev has 
left home to attend a birthday

The announcement that Gomul­ 
ka and Novotny also were coni­ 
ng produced a revision of earlier 
Western speculation that Khrush­ 
chev’s visit was mainly a propa­ 
ganda move intended to blunt the 
impact of President Kennedy’s ju­ 
bilant reception in West Berlin 
two days ago. 


RED PARTIES M E E T 
The Soviet and Chinese Com­ 
munist parties open talks in Mos­ 
cow July 5 on their bitter dispute

world. Red Chinese leaders have 
marshaled public support for their 
stand in recent 
meetings with 
their North Vietnamese and North 
Korean allies. The Berlin meeting 
could produce new endorsements 
of Khrushchev’s position from his 
major European allies.

Historians seining the national 
park organization say we should 
not feel too badly over not hearing 
the authentic sound of the Liberty 
Bell, because there is no definite 
assurance that it rang on the orig­ 
inal Fourth of July. 
A widely accepted version is 
that it did not ring on the fourth 
because -he Dec)aration of Inde­ 
pendence was signed in executive 
session, and therefore the news 
was not proclaimed at once. There 
seems sound reason, however, for

in the nation's early years. 
Gov. Scranton, mindful of the 
strikingly large number of his­ 
toric shrines in Pennsylvania, was 
among the first to call upon citi­ 
zens to join in the let-freedom- 
ring celebrations 
Reports from other states indi­ 
cate a reaction no loss fervid.

NEW D ISAPPO IN T M EN T 
Adding to the disappointment is 
the fact that even the LitK'rty 
Bell’s stand-in—a hefty bell which 
was installed in 1876. one hundred 
years after the placement of the 
original—must remain silent. 
That bell reposes in the tower 
of Independence Hall, and in re­ 
cent months work crews have 
been reinforcing the tower for 
safety. TTie work is not far enough 
advanced to take chances on ring 
ing the hell. 
The Liberty Bell itself normally 
rests on the ground floor, at the 
base of the tower. But owing to 
the st met ural work tieing done on 
the tower and in other parts of 
Independence Hall as well, it was 
moved into the main hallway. 
TD USE RECO R D IN G 
Whatever its setting, the Liberty 
BeD is touched by thousands of 
hands every month—and in the 
presence of so much awe there is 
no doubt that the bell has a mys 
tique all its own—but no one ever 
is permitted to try to tempt tones 
from it 
With s slight shade of apology 
in his voice for something he 
couldn't possibly help, an official 
of the National 
Park Service 
which has custody of Indepcnd 
ence Hall and all it embraces 
said that for want of something 
more historical. ''W e’ll have to 
use a recording of bells ringing." 
“Better that than nothing,” he 
said. *'We’d certainly not want to 
be left out of what s going to hap.

Under these circumstances I 
took my leave of the Fort on Sat­ 
urday week. and reached home 
next day.

“ Four Weeks Under Arrest ’ — 
a period which I shall always 
look back to with varied emo­ 
tions. Considering that I was a 
prisoner, I was well treated by 
the officers at the Fort, for which 
I shall ever lie grateful. 
Now for a few “ reflections.’* 
What I have suffered. McCon­ 
aughy is mainly, if not entirely, 
blamable for. 1/et him reap at 
least one instalment of the pun­ 
ishment due him — the scorn 
of all men. Parents in their in­ 
junctions to their children should 
teach them to avoid the example 
and the fate of Human, the “ in­ 
former." 
Politically viewed, my arrest 
has had a gratifying effect. Tile

Rebels Move North 
Toward Gettysburg 


, There has been much excite- 
jment here all week, owing to the 
presence of the Confederates in 
jthe neighboring Counties. A few 
words will give the cause. 


The Rebels after obliging Gen. 


Milroy to evacuate Winchester, 
sent a large force over the Poto- 
jmac river at WiUiamsport and 
Hancock, one division coming to 
Hagerstown and the other going 
|to Cumberland. They took pos- 
1 session of Hagerstown and on 
1 Monday night of last week, a 
force of 830 cavalry and mounted 
j infantry entered Chambersburg- 
!They remained until Wednesday 
; aiteraoon. when they left in great 
haste, after taking drugs and 
goods from the stores, sometimes 
paying for them in confederate 
! money. They set fire to a ware- 
! house, but the fire was ex- 
j languished by the citizens. They 
; earned w.th them some horses, 
acd qu:ie a number of colored 
persons, but otherwise doing lit- 
'tJe damage. They retreated to- 
wards Hagerstown, and on Frj- 
,day there was a large force still 
i there, probably 20.000 infantry', 
j 2.000 cavalry- and artillery num- 
ibering twenty or more guns, 
j On Saturday night Jenkins' cav- 
jalry. say 2.000. were encamped 
'a short distance oevond Waynes- 
iboro. and on Sunday moved 
up the South Mountain. The woods 
were scoured by their skirmish- 
ers on foot in advance on each 
side of the turnpike. When our 
informants left they had reached 
Monterev Springs, on the top of 
the mountain, firing at several 
bodies of persons on horseback 
on the route. 


Near dusk a body of their cav- 


alry entered Fairfield, in this 
county, and but eight miles from 
Gettysburg. Their number is esti- 
mated at from fifty to one- 
hundred. 


The rebel days, will no doubt

It is pos- 
sible that a great battle will be 
fought before they will be wllowed 
to return to Virginia, as Gen.

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Rebel Raiders Break Through Union Lines 
To Plunder Towns, Farms In Two Counties 


W E HAVE the humiliating task 
™ of recording the fact that, 
notwithstanding 
a l a r g e 
and 
powerful army under Gen. Mc­ 
Clellan is lying along the Potomac, 
a daring and successful raid has 
been made from Virginia into 
Pennsylvania 
by 
the 
Rebels, 
through the counties of Franklin 
and Adams, an immense number 
of horses taken boldly from the 
farmers, and all with the most 
daring, impudence and effront­

On Thursday last President 


Lincoln issued proclamation set- 
ting free all the negroes in the 
States in rebeliioa, viz: Arkan- 
sas, Texas, Louisiana, (except- 
ing* thirteen parishes and the city 
of New Orleans,) Mississippi, Ala- 
bama, Florida, Georgia, South 
Carolina, North Carolina, and 
Virginia,' (except West Virginia 
and eight other counties.) which 
excepted parts are for the present 
left as if the proclamation were 
not issued. The slaves thus freed 
are hereafter to be received into 
the armed service of the United 
States, and the authorities of the 
Government are pledged to recog- 
nize and maintain the freedom 
of such persons. The proclama- 
tion is issued under the pretence 
of a necessity of the war.

It appears that the editor hav­ 
ing fallen under the displeasure 
of a person claiming to be a sol­ 
dier of our arm y information was 
laid befora the proper m ilitary 
power, and thus, upon the unsup­ 
ported testimony of one m an — 
the sam e who violently tore down 
the flag that floated from the 
window of the Compiler office — 
a citizen was deprived of hi* lib­ 
erty — a patriot of his home — 
and the unfortunate victim of a 
prejudiced, distempered and m a­ 
lignant information is now con­ 
fined within the gloomy walls of 
Fort McHenry. Can such things 
be. and overcome us. without our 
special wonder and denunciation! 
At present we have nothing to say 
as to the right or wrong of these 
military arrests, but we affirm 
that whatever m ay have been the 
pretense for the arrest of Mr.

Confederate Couple Buried 
Here W ith Flag Embroidered 
Of Hair Of Virginia Woman 


A SOUTHERN girl, wife of a 
* * confederate soldier who par­ 
ticipated in Pickett’s Charge at 
Gettysburg, paid the supreme sac­ 
rifice with her gallant husband and 
was buried on the hillside at the 
High Water Mark of the Rebellion, 
both bodies draped with a Con­ 
federate flag embroidered with 
the hair of Virginia women. These 
few facts tell one of the most 
pathetic and tragic stories ema­ 
nating from the three-days’ en­ 
gagement at Gettysburg. It is a 
story so filled with pathos and 
tragedy as to move even the most 
stoic. It illustrates the splendid 
faith of the SDuthern confederacy 
at the peak of its bloom and typi­ 
fies all that it good together with 
the untarnished love of a united 
pair. 
There is a story of a woman 
Confederate 
soldier

killed and buried at Gettysburg 
On the third day, after General 
Hancock was wounded, the com­ 
mand of the Second Corps was 
given to Brigadier General Wil­ 
liam Hays. On July 17, 1863. of­ 
ficial reports show that General 
Hays made a report to his su­ 
perior officer in which he stated 
that the number of dead buried 
at Gettysburg by his command 
from July 2 to July 5. was Union, 
387: Southern, 1.242.

Tile balance got off. but 
at the time of writing (Saturday 
noon) we are not advised of their 
whereabouts. 
At about 3 o'clock, sure enough, 
the rebel advance (cavalry) en­ 
tered Gettysburg, charging 
up 
Chambersburg street at a rapid 
rate. in pursuit of a number of 
persons on horseback who were 
hurrying off down York street 
They fired a few shots, and the 
pursued were halted. In a few 
moments they had entire posses­ 
sion of the town, and their guards 
around it. They assured the citi­ 
zens that they would not harm 
them, and fears should lie quiet­ 
ed 
This advance consisted of 
about one hundred and fifty men 
— White's cavalry, 
R E B E L S IN TOWN 
In half an hour afterwards a 
(Georgia) brigade of infantry en­ 
tered the town — Gen. Early in 
command. This brigade is var­ 


iously estimated at from 2,.V)0 to 
4,000, We think the number was 
about midway between these two 
figures 
Probably half of them 
quartered in town — in the Court­ 
house and on the pavements — 
the balance in the neighborhood 
In the evening several hundred 
more cavalry came in; also a 
battery of artillery. We are told 
that another battery, with infan­ 
try 
and 
baggage 
wagons, 
en­ 
camped 
on 
the 
Mummasburg 
road, a mile from town 
There 
is much difficulty in getting at 
all the facts. 
The railroad bridge across Rock 
creek was soon set on fire by the 
rebels, and whilst in a blaze a 
number of cars were ignited and 
started down the track, but they 
passed over the bridge and were 
consumed just beyond. Altogeth­ 
er, we are told that seventeen 
cars were burnt, one belonging 
to W. E Bittie, one to the Han­ 
over Branch, two to Stein A Young. 
two to the Northern Central, and 
the balance to the Pennsylvania 
Central Railroad The centre span 
of the bridge was burnt and fell 
in. The other two are standing, 
but badly damaged. One of the 
cars contained government stores 
for Col. Jennings’ regiment, (used 
by the n*tiels.) and another a lot 
of muskets. The balance of the 
cars w»*re empty. The n-t>els did 
not take any of the guns, declar­ 
ing that they had enough already. 
No other property was fired. The 
lime cars were all spared. 
R E M O V E D GOODS 
As soon as the rebels got here 
they enquired for the stores, de­ 
siring to purchase l»oots, hats, Ac. 
As the storekeepers had previous­ 
ly removed nearly all their goods, 
there was little left for the rebels.

r\EA R ST A R :- As you will ob- 
serve from the above, our 
regiment has moved since last 
week. At midnight on the 13th 
inst., (while at the Mills) we were 
aroused by the beating of the 
long roll occasioned by an order 
being received from headquar­ 
ters to throw our company out 
as pickets, as they expected a 
cavalry raid through that place. 
Every man was on his post 
guarding every road leading to 
and from the village. It was also 
deemed necessary to keep us out 
on the two following nights, but 
as yet the “ rebs” did not make 
their appearance. On the 16th the 
"rebs” were expected at the Re­ 
lay House, and Brig. Gen. Briggs 
repaired to that point from Fred­ 
erick.

DAVAGES of the War - The 
tread of an army, it is said, 
can always be discovered by the 
desolation and ruin attending it, 
and which, even the hest dis­ 
ciplined 
forces 
cannot entirely 
avoid We have had, however, the 
presence of two large contending 
armies in our county, and the vi­ 
cinity of Gettysburg has been the 
battle ground of one of the sever­ 
est conflicts of the war. 
Everywhere, within a circle of 
5 to 6 miles around, can be seen 
the destruction of property of var­ 
ious kind, among which are the 
following: The remains of burnt 
houses and barns unfenced fields, 
and in some cases almost entire 
farms thrown into one vast fence­ 
less field, the destruction of the 
crops of the industrious husband­ 
men. pillaged houses, left tenant­ 
less as the contending legions 
swung round in their direction, 
etc., etc. Independent of the san­ 
guinary character of the battles, 
independent of the many brave 
and noble soldiers strewing the 
ground, 
and 
of the thousands 
more of wounded sufferers, the 


horror* of war, in the respects 
referred to. are among the se­ 
verest tribulation! which can be­ 
fall any people. 
We have not had the time yet 
to ascertain who are the heaviest 
losers, nor what may be the ag­ 
gregate loss sustained by our 
thrifty people. The following per­ 
sons suffered in the destruction 
of their houses and barns by fire, 
while the battle was raging: The 
house and bam of Wm.

We were playing soldier for IO 
long months, and, now we are ex­ 
periencing the reality. It is re­ 
ported in the Baltimore Ameri­ 
can of the 18th inst., that our 
regiment was captured at Point 
of Rocks, which was a mistake. 
Our regiment passed that point 
on the day before. The train that 
was captured was loaded with 
provisions for Harpers Ferry and 
Maryland Heights. The express 
and other trains have quit running 
for the present. Our regiment is 
doing picket duty and pioneering 
every day, and at night in line of 
battle. 
We 
are 
daily, 
almost 
hourly, expecting a battle here. 
Tonight by the assistance of a 
telescope we can look into the 
rebel camp, and see all their 
movements. It is the rebel Gen. 
Lee coming up this way. If they 
do come, I assure you they will 
receive a warm reception. This 
is as strong a position as we can 
get, there being entrenchments, 
breast works, fortifications, with 
the assistance of several forts in 
this vicinity, notwithstanding the 
large force of artillery, cavalry 
and infantry that are stationed 
here.

Sad Affair 


SAD AFFAIR - The saddest 


incident connected with the bat- 
tle at this place was the killing 
of Miss Mary Virginia Wade by 
the rebel sharp-shooters posted 
in the outskirts of the town.

UR USUALLY quiet town was 


kept in a high state of excite- 


ment all last week. Reports of 
the advance of the rebels upon 
us were brought in almost every 
day. but all proved untrue until 
Friday. On that day oersoas| 
from Cashtown and vicin.ty re-j 
ported ha\ing seen them in force. I 
The 26th P. V. M., Col. Jennings, 
was sent up the road, and when 
about three miles from town the 
rebel cavalry came upon them, 
capturing some forty cf the reg.- 
ment. The balance got off. but 
at the time of writing -Saturday 
noon) we are not advised of their 
whereabouts. 


At about 3 o'clock, sure enough, 


the rebel advance '.cavalry en- 
tered Gettysburg, charging up 
Chambersbarg street at a rapid 
rate, in pursuit of a number of 
persons on horseback who were 
hurrying off down York street. 
They fired a few shots, and the 
pursued were halted. In a few- 
moments they had entire posses- 
sion of the town, and their guards 
around it. They assured the citi- 
zens that they would not harm 
them, and fears should be quiet- 
ed. This advance consisted of 
about one hundred and fifty men 
_ White's cavalry. 
REBELS IN TOWN 


In half an hour afterwards a 


(Georgia) brigade of infantry en- 
tered the town — Gen. Early in 
command. This brigade is var- 


iously estimated at from 2,500 to 
4,000. We think the number was 
about midway between these two 
figures. Probably half of them 
quartered in town — in the Court- 
house and oa the pavements — 
the balance in the neighborhood. 


In the evening several hundred 


more cavalry came in; also a 
battery of artiUery. We are told 
that another batter}-, with infan- 
try and baggage wagons, en- 
camped on the 
Muflrimasburg 


road, a mile from town. There 


much difficulty in getting at 


all the facts. 


The raiiroad bridge across Rock 


creek was soon set on fire by the 
rebels, and whilst in a blaze a 
number of cars were ignited and 
started down the track, but they 
passed ovei the bridge and were 
consumed just bejond. Altogeth- 
er, we are told that seventeen 
cars were burnt, one belonging 
to \V. E Bittle, one to the Han- 
over Branch, two to Swin & Young 
two to the Northern Central, and 
the balance lo the Pennsylvania 
Centra] Railroad. The centre span 
of the bridge was burnt and fell 
in. The other two are standing 
but badly damaged. One of the 
.cars contained government store 
for Co!. Jennings' regiment. <usc-d 
bv the rebels.' and another a lot 
of muskets. The balance of the 
cars wre empty The rebels did 
not take any of the guns, declar- 
ing that they had enough already 
No other propel ty was fired. The 
lime cars -A ere all spared. 
REMOVED GOODS 


As soon as the rebels got here 


they enquired for the stores, de- 
siring to purchase boots, hats, &c 
As the storekeepers had previous 
ly removed nearly all their goods 
there was little left for the rebels

EAR STAR:— As you will ob- 
serve from the above, our 


regiment has moved since last 
week. At midnight on the 13th 
inst., (while at the Mills) we were 
aroused by the beating of the 
long roll occasioned by an order 
being received from headquar- 
ters to throw our company out 
as pickets, as they expected a 
cavalry raid through that place. 


Every man was on his post 


guarding every road leading to 
and from the village. It was also 
deemed necessary to keep us out 
on the two following nights, but 
as yet the "rebs" did not make 
their appearance. On the 16th the 
'rebs" were expected at the Re- 
ay House, and Brig. Gen. Briggs 
repaired to that point from Fred- 
erick. He was reinforced with the 
14th New Jersey, 3rd Delaware.

AVAGES of the War — The 


tread of an army, it is said- 


can always be discovered by the 
desolation and ruin attending it, 
and which, even the best dis- 
ciplined forces cannot entirely 
a\oid.

"PLAYING SOLDIER" 


We were playing soldier for 10 


long months, and, now we are ex- 
periencing the reality. It is re- 
ported in the Baltimore Ameri- 
can of the 18th inst, that our 
regiment was captured at Point 
of Rocks, which was a mistake. 
Our regiment passed that poult 
on the day before. The train that 
was captured was loaded with 
provisions for Harpers Ferry and 
Maryland Heights. The express 
and other trains have quit running 
for the present. Our regiment is 
doing picket duty and pioneering 
every day. and at night in line of 
battle. We are daily, almost 
hourly, expecting a battle here. 
Tonight by the assistance of a 
telescope we can look into the 
rebel camp, and see all their 
movements. It is the rebel Gen. 
Lee coming up this way. K they 
do come, I assure you they will 
receive a warm reception. This 
is as strong a position as we can 
get, there being entrenchments, 
breast works, fortifications, with 
the assistance of several forts in 
this vicinity, notwithstanding the 
large force of artillery, cavalry 
and infantry that are stationed 
here. It is the opinion of all, of-

Devil's Den was truly a "Devil's 
Den" during the three-day en- 
gagement at Gettysburg. It was 
a hot-bed of sharpshooters and 
snipers, skulking behind the big 
rocks and pouring out messages 
of death from their position of 
vantage. 


The Army of the North fought 


for its possession; the Army of 
the Confederacy fought for its 
possession; and so there ensued 
a tempest of musket firing such 
as was not seen in any other en- 
gagement during the Civil War. 
This, of course, is applicable to 
similar and comparative positions 
and the number of men engaged. 
HEAVY DEATH TOLL 


The death toll in this one spot

During this particular phase of 


the Battles at Gettysburg, tbt 
body of one man was found in a 
half-kneeling position in the cup 
of a peculiarly shaped rock.

of the Iron Brigade, stood on the field where only lately he 
had fought so valiantly. 


"Already, as I rode down from the heights (Cemetery Hill) 


nature's mysterious loom was at work, joining and weaving on 
her ceaseless web, what the shells had broken there. Another 
spring shall green these trampled slopes, and flowers, planted 
by unseen hands, shall bloom upon these graves; another autumn 
and the yellow harvest shall ripen there—all not in less, but 
in higher perfection for this poured out blood. In another 
decade of years, in another century, or age, we hope that the 
Union, by the same means, may repose in a securer peace and 
bloom in a higher civilization."

Fearless Chinaman

RESSED BACK by superior 
numbers on the first day, the 


Union forces retreated through the 
town to Cemetery ridge and there 
found the ndge already occupied 
by a division seat by 3Jeade from 
Taneytown where the bulk cf the 
Union army had been halted. 
Through the night of the first and 
all through the early hours of the 
morning came 
re-enforcements 


from Meade. Runners had im- 
parted ihe sorrowful news of the 
first day's defeat: a battle was 
impending on the morrow at Get- 
tysburg and Meade rushed every 
available man to the scene. 


Lee. .n the meantime, arrived 


from C'-ambersburg Picket*, was 
stiS! at Cnambersburg but under 
orders ;o move into Gettysburg. 
Meade arrived from Taaeytown 
at m.daight and completed a bur- 
ned sune. of the field. He im- 
mediately "set up his line extend- 
ing from Cemetery Hill to Little 
Round Top and ordered e\ery 
man to h.s post, ready for action 
on the morrow. 
SICKLES' ERROR 


Lee p'.ar.r.ed to attack the ex- 


treme left of the U::ion line. Sick- 
les because cf an error in judg- 
ment extended his lines too far 
.n ad\ance and Little Round Top 
v%as left unguarded. Lcngstreet 
•,vas ordered b> Lee to attack the 
left flank of the Union line. 


At three-thirty hi the afternoon 


Meade saw his battle line broken, 
a huge gap inviting disaster. He 
sa'v Little Round Top unoccupied 
and perceived an attack from the 
Confederates. Warren was sent 
to the Top. The latter hurriedly 
sent out runners for a battery. 
A second was sent out and then 
Warren with his only remaining 
Aide started himself to secure 
men and munitions to stop the 
advancing Confederates. Soon the 
line was extended, the gap filled 
and none too soon. The boom of 
cannon, the crack of musket fire 
and the second day's battle was 
on.

At no tin» since the Battle of Gettysburg 100 years ago has the 
need for -American unity been greater than it is today. If Aaerica 
is to Beet the grin challenge of the Coasunist world, Americans of 
all races, creeds, and beliefs most unite behind the principles of 
jfreedcn and equality which our fathers and their fathers fought to 
preserve. 


The Civil War and its high water mark, the Battle of Gettysburg, 
put the principle of unity to its most severe test. The American 
republic survived the test only because brave men fought and died 
in order to save what they believed in. 


This is a fitting place to quote part of the inaugural address 
which Michigan Governor Austin Blair delivered on January 2, 1861: 


"The Union mast be preserved and the laws enforced 
in *~n parts of it at whatever cost.....Secession 
is revolution, and revolution in the overt act is 
treason and must be'treated as such.... 


"I recommend to you (the Legislature) at an early 
day to make manifest....that Michigan is loyal to 
the Union, the Constitution and the laws, and will 
defend them to the uttermost; and to offer to the 
President of the United States the whole military 
power of the State for that

we knew that the reliel infantry 
wa* charging And splendidly they j 
did the work—the highest an d ; 
severest test of the stuff that sol-j 
diets are made of. Hill's division, , 
in line of battle, came first, on j 
the double-quick, their muskets 
at the “right-shoulder-shift.” Long- 
street’s came as the support, at

distance, 
with

cries and a savage indolence as 
yet untutored by defeat. They 
rushed in perfect order across the 
open field, up to the very muzzles 
of the guns, which tore lanes 
through them as they came.

They fought 
today more than well. Defending 
the suite of their nativity not only 
inspired the men with extra cour­ 
age, but many lived in Gettys­ 
burg and about here and with 
them it was a light in reality for 
their hearths and firesides. Over 
tile heads of their helpless wives 
ami children were passing mur 
dennis shells of the rebel 
in­ 
vaders. 
At 
any 
moment these 
shells might fall into their midst, 
carrying horror and death in their 
track. Is it to lie wondered at 
that they climbed in the manner 
they did the rugged ascent of 
Hock Hill—that they drove the 
enemy from the hill, and kept 
them at bay? And thcv did keep 
them at bay, and, by aid of two 
of our batteries planted on the 
summit of the hill, are still doing 
so. 
The record of the Third Corps 
shows numberless chief officers 
sacrificed in this fierce encounter, 
witnessing the desperation with 
which it was fought. Out of this 
little corps nearly 3,000 men were 
placed hors de combat in this 
short engagement. 
The gallant Birney was twice 
struck by the bullets of the enemy 
though, happily, but slightly in­ 
jured. It is but proper to men­ 
tion that this single action saved 
us the day. 
POSITION AND PLAN 
OF THE BATTLE 
Tile Battle of Gettysburg! I am 
told that it commenced on the 
first of July, a mile north of 
Hie 
town, 
between 
two 
weak 
brigades of infantry and some 
doomed artillery, and the whole 
force of the rebel army. Among 
other costs of this error was the 


nor 


death of Reynolds. Its value was 
priceless, however, though price­ 
r s was the young and the old 
blood with which it was bought. 
The error put as on the defensive, 
and gave us the choice of posi­ 
tion, from the moment that our 
artillery and infantry rolled hack 
through the main street of Get 
tysburg and rolled out of the 
town to the circle of eminence 
south of it. We were not to at­ 
tack but to be attacked. The risks, 
the difficulties and the disadvan­ 
tages of the coming battle were 
the 
enemy’s. 
Ours 
were 
the 
heights for artillery; 
ours the 
short, iaside lines for maneuvering 
and reinforcing; ours the cover of 
stone walls, fences, and the crests 
of hills. Tile ground upon which 
we were driven to accept battle 
was wonderfully favorable to us. 
A 
popular 
description 
of 
it 
would lie to say that it was in 
form an elongated and somewhat 
sharpened 
horseshoe, 
with 
the 
toe to Gettysburg and tile heel 
to the south. 
Lee’s plan of battle was simple. 
He massed his troops upon the 
east side of this shoe of position, 
and thundered on it obstinately 
to break it. Tile shelling of our 
batteries from the nearest over­ 
looking hill, and the unflinching 
courage and complete discipline 
of the Army of the Potomac re­ 
pelled the attacks. 
RENEWED BATTLE 
It was renew ed at the poi ii of 
the shoe—renewed desperately at 
the southwest heel—renewed on 
the western side, with an effort 
consecrated to success by Ewell’s 
earnest oaths, and on which the 
fate of the invasion of Pennsyl­ 
vania was fully put at stake. Only 
a perfect infantry, and an artil­ 


lery educated in the midst o f1 
charges of hostile brigades, could 
possibly have sustained this as-1 
sault. Hancock's Corps did sus­ 
tain it, and has covered itself 
with immortal honors, by its con­ 
stancy and courage. The total 
wreck of Cushing’s Battery—the 
list of its killed and wounded—the 
losses of officers, men and horses 
Cowen sustained, and the mar­ 
velous outspread upon the board 
of death of dead soldiers and dead 
animals—of dead soldiers in blue, 
and dead soldiers in gray—more 
marvelous to me than anything 
I have ever seen in a war—are 
a ghastly and shocking testimony 
to the terrible fight of the 2nd 
Corps, that none will gainsay. 
That corps will ever have the dis­ 
tinction of breaking the pride and 
power of the rebel invasion.

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The Pennsylvania Reserves have

oday more than well. Defending 
the state of then- nativity not only 
inspired the men with extra cour- 
age, but many lived in Gettys- 
burg and about here and with 
them it was a fight in reality for 
their hearths and firesides. Over 
the heads of their helpless wives 
and children were passing mur- 
derous shells of the rebel in- 
vaders. At any moment these 
shells might fall into their midst, 
carrying horror and death in their 
track. Is it to be wondered at 
that they climbed in the manner 
they did the rugged ascent of 
Rock Hill—that they drove the 
enemy from the hill, and kept 
them at bay?

The record of the Tnird Corps

POSITION AND PLAN 
OP THE BATTLE 


The Battle of Gettysburg: I am 


told that it commenced on the 
first of July, a mile north of 
the town, between two weak 
brigades of infantry and some 
doomed artillery, and the whole 
force of the rebel army. Among 
other costs of this error was the 
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•nor 


death of Reynolds. Its value was 
priceless, however, though price- 
ess was the young and the old 
blood with which it was bought. 
The error put us on the defensive, 
and gave us the choice of posi- 
tion, from the moment that our 
artillery and infantry rolled back 
through the main street of Get- 
tysburg and rolled out of the 
town to the circle of eminence 
south of it. We were not to at- 
tack but to be attacked. The risks, 
the difficulties and the disadvan- 
tages of the coming battle were 
the enemy's. Ours were the 
heights for artillery; ours the 
short, inside lines for maneuvering 
and reinforcing; ours the cover of 
stone walls, fences, and the crests 
of hills. The ground upon which 
we were driven to accept battle 
was wonderfully favorable to us. 


A popular description of it 


would be to say that it was in 
form an elongated and somewhat 
sharpened 
horseshoe, with the 


toe to Gettysburg and the heel 
to the south. 


Lee's plan of battle was simple. 


He massed his troops upon the 
east side of this shoe of position, 
and thundered on it obstinately 
to break it. The shelling of our 
batteries from the nearest over- 
looking hill, and the unflinching 
courage and complete discipline 
of the Army of the Potomac re* 
pelled the attacks.

This was eminently proper, as it 
was desirable to impress the 
Southern people with the convic- 
tion that the only purpose of the 
Government was to maintain its 
property and power, and not to 
disturb established relations — 
that, in truth, war was not com- 
menced for conquest or the de- 
struction of private rights but for 
the existence and perpetuity of 
government. 
This was clearly 


comprehended by the North. It 
was desirable that it should be 
understood with equal clearness 
by the Union men of the South, so 
that they would be free to co- 
operate with the Government with- 
out incurring any danger of the 
loss of private property or the 
destruction of consitutional guar- 
antees. 
RESTORE UNION 


It is manifest that upon the 


proper understanding of the pur- 
poses of the North by tne people 
of the South, depends the success 
of the efforts now making for the, 
restoration of the Union. We have 
a sreater task before us than the 
subjuga'-ion of the South — to 
gain their seod will, and induce 
them to return to the Union. No 
man questions the power of the|

It soon cam e. From the woods 
of short, scrubby tim ber and the 
rocks near the sem inary there 
rose a yell. It was a long, loud, 
unrem itting, hideous screech from 
thousands of voices. At the yell 
the Federal cannon opened. Soon 
the enem y's column’s emerged 
from the woods 
They cam e on 
a rush down the hill, waiving 
their arm s and still screeching. 
They climbed fences and rushed 
along, each one bent on getting 
first into tile cemetery. The can­ 
non roared, and grape and can­ 
ister and spherical cane fell thick 
am ong them. Still they rushed on­ 
ward, hundreds falling out of the 
line. They cam e within musket- 
shot of the Federal troops. Then 
the sm all arm s began to rattle. 
The Confederates approached the 
outer line of works. They were 
laboring

the hill. 
As they 
mounted the low bank in front of 
the rifle-pits, the Federal soldiers 
retreated out of the ditch behind, 
turning and firing as they went 
along. It was a hand-to-hand con­ 
flict. Every man fought by him ­ 
self and for himself. 
M yriads of the enemy pushed 
forward down the hill, across in­

A TEMPTING BAIT 


On Friday night, fearing that 


the enemy had flanking parties 
which might turn his rear, Gen- 
eral Meade had serious intentions 
of retreating and he called a 
council of war. The advice of 
some generals, however, and the 
capture of Lee's courier, with dis- 
patches from 
Richmond, 
from 


which it was learned that the 
enemy would receive no rein- 
forcements made him decide to 
remain. 


On Friday morning General 


Lee did not desire to make the 
attack. He saw the superiority erf 
the Federal position, and wished 
to entice them out of it. and down 
into the valley. With th;s design 


could look down into the streets 
and see everything which was in 
progress. They saw the enemy 
march out and retire to the sem- 
nary. but made no advance, and 
he Confederates gained nothing 
by the movement. A parting sa- 
lute of musketry, however, from 
a knoll north of the cemetery, 
accelerated the Confederate re- 
treat. For some time the town had 
scarcely a soldier in it. Scores of 
dead and 
wounded men and 


horses, 
with

bricks, stones, timber, torn cloth- 
ing and abandoned accoutrements, 
lay here.

The ar- 
tillerists. implements in hand, 
crouched in the little ditches dug 
behind their cannon. With armsj 
loaded, the infantry awaited the 
charge. 
"HIDEOUS SCREECH" 


It soon came. From the woods 


of short, scrubby fimber and the 
rocks near :he seminary there 
rose a ye!!. It was a long. loud, 
unremitting, hideous screech from 
thousands of voices. At the yell 
the Federal cannon opened. Soon 
ithe enemy's column's emerged 
jfrom the woods. They came on 
a rush down the hill, waiving 
their arms and still screeching. 
They dimbed fences and rushed 
along, each one bent on getting 
first into the cemetery. The can- 


(non roared, and grape and can- 
ister and spherical cane fell thick 
among them. Still they rushed on- 
ward, hundreds falling out of the 
line. They came within musket- 
shot of the Federal troops. Then 
the small arms began to rattle. 
The Confederates approached the 
outer line of works. They were 
laboring up the hill. As they 
mounted the low bank in front of 
the rifle-pits, the Federal soldiers 
retreated out of the ditch behind, 
turning and firing as they went 
along. It was a hand-to-hand con- 
flict. Every man fought by him- 
self and for himself. 


Myriads of the enemy pushed 


forward down the hill, across in-] 
to the works and up to the ceme-' 
itery. All were 
shouting and 


screaming, and swearing, clash- 
ing their arms and firing then- 
pieces. The enemy's shells flew

Casualties ran to enormous levels as Union and Confederate troops wert locked In bloody hand to hand fighting. Ground was cap 
tured, lost and recaptured countless times as the fortunes of war swung now one way, now another.

The Proclama- 
tion we print this morning announces his decree in brief, 
eloquent, and immortal sentences. It is not an argument, 
or a defence, or a declaration; it is simply the frank an- 
nouncement of a brave and frank man. Those who ex- 
pect to read in invocation to blood and massacre and 
rapine will be surprised by the sincere and affectionate 
warning of the President to the people whose deliver- 
ance he proclaims. The beneficent power that declares 
freedom does not incite murder; it takes away the bur- 
den of national death from the hereafter, and makes the 
country of our children the country of freemen. This is 
the genera! thought that pervades the Proclamation; but 
that which is practical and immediate, is the conversion 
of this silent, oppressed, and anxious race into active al- 
lies of the Union. It adds a reserve force to the army of 
the Union, and makes three million of slaves three mil- 
lion of ablebocaed recruits, who have only to see the 
Union banner to follow it with their lives. It takes away 
the labor that sustains the power of the South, and adds 
to the military power oi the North. It is a war measure, 
and will add strength to our armies and glory to the 
object of the war. These ideas should b*> impressed upon 
the minds of all who read the Proclamation this morn- 
ing. Let the people accept this great deed in the spirit 
that animates the President, appreciating the beautiful 
sentiments ir. which he declares it to be an act of justice 
warranted by the Constitution, upon military necessity, 
and invokes the considerate judgment of mankind, and 
ihe arac:o'_is favor of Almighty God.

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The Congressional Medal of Honor 


is the supreme award given for heroic 


action by members of the Armed Forces 


of the United States. It is, however, only 


one of many awards for outstanding service. 


The brave courage and loyal effort of America's 


fighting men and the prices they have 


paid are, in themselves, testimony to their 


love of country and their willingness to 


defend their beliefs to the death. The 


Battle of Gettysburg was the exemplification 


of that testimony. 
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On January 17, 1866, Frank Moore, of New York City, 
author of “Women of the War,” wrote to John Burns in 
Gettysburg and asked him if he knew anything about 
Jennie Wade, “all the particulars of her life, her char­ 
acter and the manner of her death.” Burns’ reply, writ­ 
ten on the same sheet of paper as the letter of inquiry 
was written, together with the letter of inquiry which 
are reproduced above, follows: 
“I knew Miss Wade very well. The less said about 
her the better. The story about her loyalty, her be­ 
ing killed while serving Union soldiers, etc., is all of 
fiction, got up by some sensation correspondent. 
The only fact in the whole story is that she was 
killed during the battle in her house by a stray bul­ 
let. Charity to her reputation forbids any further 
remarks. You can refer, if you choose, to D. Wills 
Esq.— Postmaster Buehler or any loyal citizen for 
the truth.

W om en Had Vital Impact 
On Civil W a r Activities 


TPHE PART played by women 
* in the Civil War offers a story 
at once tender and heroic, grim 
and poetic. It is so full of stirring 
feats and saddening a tragedies 
and it is so quintessential a sum­ 
marization of the passionate re­ 
sponse of Northerners and South­ 
erners to what each side believed 
a sacred cause, that we tend to 
think of it as a detached chapter 
in our national history. Indeed, 
the inspiration that lay behind 
the highly cultivated Julia Ward 
Howe 
as 
she 
penned 
“Battle 
Hymn of the Republic,” and the 
inspiration that lay behind that 
dauntless daughter of a Louisiana 
judge. Sarah Morgan, as she defied 
the 
Yankee 
captors 
of 
Baton 
Rouge, did seem a unique force 


in our annals. Never, it appeared, 
had women risen so nobly to a 
crisis; never, in verse, letters, 
and diaries, had they expressed 
themselves so eloquently. 
In reality, however, behind all 
the ardor and endurance of women 
in those four harsh years of civil 
war actually lay a long back­ 
ground of social and spiritual 
preparation. Their gift for con­ 
structive action they had inherited 
from all their forbears since 1607 
and 1620; their fortitude was part 
of an endowment two centuries 
old; their sense of purpose and 
destiny was but a fresh impulse 
in a stream already running wide 
and deep. The American woman 
had long had just the training 
upon which tile war levied. 
F R O N T IE R T R A IN IN G 
In great part it was the training 
of tile frontier. Throughout our 
country a multitude of tablets, 
paintings and statues commemo­ 
rate the pioneer woman who bore 
so unforgettable a part in the 
subjugation of the continent. The 
frontier demanded steadfastness 
and boldness of the young damsel 
and the aged crone alike. It de­ 
veloped these and other virtues. 
Every Conestoga wagon carried 
women as resourceful as the men 
they aided The rural girl of the 
Midwest knew how farms were 
hewed from the forest or scooped 
from the prairie; the planter girl 


of the South knew how acres and 
slaves were managed. And in the 
older settlements many communi­ 
ties that on the surface seemed 
masculine were in actuality matri­ 
archies—the men did the acting 
and strutting, but the women be­ 
hind the scenes did most of the 
bossing. 
Then, too, before 1S61 in most 
Northern 
states 
the 
industrial 
revolution had begun to lay a pro­ 
found impress upon women. In 
the main it was unquestionably a 
liberating 
influence. 
It 
caught 
them out of narrow provincial 
environments and placed them in 
the stimulating bustle and stir of 
towns and cities. It gave them 
opportunity to unite for recreation, 
for self-cultivation, and for re­ 
formative labors. 'Dorothea Dix, 
Laura Bridgman, and Susan B. 
Anthony were notable leaders in 
this last-named category.) When 
the Civil War came, it drew a 
much larger feminine element into 
the industrial revolution. For one 
reason, manufacturing lustily ex­ 
panded; for another, as men were 
taken from workshop and busi­ 
ness office into the armies, women 
naturally stepped into their places. 
Even in the South busy shops and 
mills enrolled women by the hun­ 
dreds. 
And all the while the women’s 
rights movement, given a power­ 
ful thrust forward by the Civil 
War, progressed until it reached 
reality in the postwar years. 


Too Young To Fight, 
W atch From Treetop 


How did the youngsters react to 
the battle at Gettysburg? 
Descendants of David R. and 
George I. Shriver, who resided 
near Barlow, often heard them 
tell in later years of their expe­ 
rience. Too young to join the 
army, the youngsters decided to 
be eye witnesses to the battle. 
They climbed a tree on top of a 
large hill where they were able 
to view the battle grounds. Sud­ 
denly they heard strange sounds 
and saw bark being knocked off 
the tree around them as shots 
from the fighting struck the wood. 
The two started climbing down 
out of the tree. 
About that moment an officer 
spied them and yelled, “You boys 
get down out of that tree and run 
home as fast as your legs will 
carry you.” 
They needed no urging from 
the officer. Their impulse had 
been the same as his command. 
For the remainder of the bat 
tie they stayed at home and had 
no desire to see the shooting.

* in the Civil War offers a story 
at once tender and heroic, grim 
and poetic. It is so full of stirring 
feats and saddening a tragedies 
and it is so quintessential a sum- 
marization of the passionate re- 
sponse of Northerners and South- 
erners to what each side believed 
a sacred cause, that we tend to 
think of it as a detached chapter

ground of social and 
spiritual 


preparation- Their gift for con- 
structive action they had inherited 
from all their forbears since 1607 
and 1620: their fortitude was part 
of an endowment two centuries 
old- the;r sense of purpose and 
destiny was b.n a fresh impulse 
in a stream already running wide 
and deep. The American woman 
had long had just ^ the training 
upon which Uie w<« relied. 
FRONTIER TRAINING 


In great pan it was the training 


of the frontier. Throughout our 
country a multitude of tablets, 
paintings ?nd statues commemo- 
rate the pioneer woman who bore, 
so unforgettable a part in the 
subjugation of the continent The 
frontier demanded steadfastness 
and boldness of the young damsel 
and the aged crone alike. It de- 
veloped these and other virtues. 
Every Conestoga wagon carried 
women as resourceful as the men 
they aided. The rural girl of the 
Midwest knew now farms were 
hewed from the forest or scooped 


of the South knew how acres and 
slaves were managed. And in the j 
older settlements many communi-. 
ties that on the surface seemed! 
masculine were in actuality matri- 
archies—the men did the acting 
and strutting, but the women be- 
hind the scenes did most of the 
bossing. 


Then, too. before 1861 in most 


Northern states the 
industrial 


revolution had begun to lay a pro- 
found impress upon women. In 
the main it was unquestionably a 
liberating 
influence. It caught 


them out of narrow provincial 
environments and placed them in 
the stimulating bustle and stir of 
towns and cities. It gave them 
opportunity to unite for recreation, 
for self-cultivation, and for re- 
formative labors. (Dorothea Dix. 
Laura Bridgman, and Susan B. 
Anthony were notable leaders in 
this last-named category.) When 
the Civil War came, it drew a 
much larger feminine element into 
the industrial revolution. For one 
reason, manufacturing lustily ex- 
panded; for another, as men were 
taken from workshop and busi- 
ness office into the armies, women 
naturally stepped into their places- 
Even in the South busy shops and 
mills enrolled women by the hun- 
dreds. 


And all the while the women's 


rights movement, given a power- 
ful thrust forward by the Civil 
War, progressed until it reached

O ne young lady, M iss Virginia W ad e, w e are sorry to 
sa y , w as killed by a shot from the sharpshooters, and 
quite a num ber of our citizens w ere w ounded by stray 
balls.

At first it was to b* issued only 


to men in the ranks, but lai«r it 
was changed to include officers 
and finally was changed in de- 
sign. The original medal was de- 
signed by Anthony C. Paquet. and 
was later redesigned by Major 
General George L. GOtespie. 


Although not in the same cate- 


gory-, the idea of using identifi- 
cation tags was first suggested 
during the Civil War by one Joan 
Kennedy. N'ot until 44 years lat- 
er, howe\er, was this idea adopt- 
ed as an aid in identification and 
disposal of the dead and wounded. 


Even after the war, veterans 


cherished their badges, and they 
were frequently seen in parades 
of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic. Many veterans had modeis 
of their badges made in enamel, 
silver or gold, and wore them 
pinned to :he breast or suspend- 
ed from a nbbon around the neck 
during the parades or at meetings 
or encampments of the G.A.R. 


As it developed aniid the exig-

THHE COROLLARY to the ques-

But let us turn away from the 
speculative

First of all, the Union enjoyed 
an obvious numerical superiority 
in population. The census of 1860 
reveals that the loyal states num­ 
bered nearly 22.000.OOO souls.

come at Gettysburg had not Gou- 
verneur K. Warren wandered to 
the top of Little Round Top 
around mid-afternoon on the sec- 
ond day? Suppose Jefferson Da- 
vis had been a little less impa- 
tient, and had left Joe Johnston 
in command before Atlanta in 
1864. Sherman might have been 
forced to conduct a siege opera- 
tion lasting well beyond the cru- 
cial Presidential election day of 
that year. A psychologically ex- 
hausted North might have con- 
cluded that 
Abraham Lincoln 


was unable to lead the Union to 
victory, and that the preserva- 
tion of the nation was not worth 
the awful price. Suppose all these 
things — who can say for cer- 
tain that the Civil War still would 
have turned out the way it did. 
CONSIDER ADVANTAGES 


But let us turn away from the 


speculative 
and 
consider 
the 


facts as we know them. We 
should begin, perhaps, by consid- 
tive advantages possessed by the 
two adversaries. 


First cf all, the Union enjoyed 


an obvious numerical superiority 
in population. The census of 1860 
reveals that the loyal states num- 
bered nearly 22,000.000 souls. The 
Confederacy had a population of 
about 9.000.000, including 3,500.- 
000 Negro slaves. From this it is 
seen that the North enjoyed an 
advantage in military manpower 
potential of more than three to 
one. Too late Southerners recog- 
nized this vital fact. After the 
war had ended a Virginian de- 
clared: 


They never whipped us, 


unless they were four to one. 
If we had had anything like 
a fair chance, or less dispar- 
ity of numbers, we should 
have won our cause and es- 
tablished our independence. 


WEALTH OF UNION 


Of even greater weight was the 


Union's overwhelming superiority 
in wealth. Practically all the in- 
dustrial and much of the agricul-

America was located in the North.

FAILURI SEEN 


From this enumeration of South- 


ern weaknesses, it might be logi- 
cal to assume that the South was 
boned to lose the war before the 
fighting began. This was not self- 
evident at the time. Ample prec- 
edent existed in history for a 
less numerous and economically 
poorer people achieving their in- 
dependence at the expense of a 
more potentially powerful adver- 
sary.

The Civil War. however, made 
new and unprecedented demands 
on the mental and physical re­ 
sources of arm y 
commanders. 
Perhaps because they were on the 
average younger, Union generals 
tended to be less conservative. 
Grant was 39 at the outbreak of 
the war. Sherman was 41, Mc­ 
Clellan was 34, and Sheridan on- 
ly 30. The old man among Union 
field com m anders was Hooker. 
who had attained the ripe old age 
of 47. 


Southern generals were. on the 
whole, 
considerably 
older, 
and 
probably more bound to tradi­ 
tion. Albert Sidney Johnston was 
58 when he took the field. Lee 
and Joe Johnston were both 54. 
It is perhaps significant that two 
of the Confederacy's most sue* 
tessful generals were Nathan Bed­ 
ford Forrest and Thomas Jona­ 
than Jackson. 40 and 36 years old 
respectively. There is some dan­ 
ger in making too much of the 
age differential here, but by mn- 
pl leat ion Union generals were bet­ 
ter able to stand the physical 
rigors of field duty.

DEMANDS CN LEADERS 


The Chil War, ho\\e\er. made 


new and unprecedented demands 
on the menial and physical re-; 
Sources of army commanders. 
Perhaps because they were on the 
average younger, Union generals' 
tended to be less conservative.; 
Grant was 39 at the outbreak of 
the war. Sherman was 41, Mc-j 
CleDan was 34, and Sheridan on- 
ly 30. The old man among Union 
field commanders was Hooker,, 
who had attained the ripe old age j 
Of 47. 


Southern generals were, on the] 


whole, considerably older, and] 
probably more bound to tradi-' 
tion. Albert Sidney Johnston was: 
38 when he took the f:e!d. Lee 
and Joe Johnston were both 54. 
It is perhaps significant that two 
of the Confederacy's most sue-' 
tessful generals were Nathan Bed-!

and the few Northern areas 
subject to Confederate invasion 
did Union women suffer hardships 
com parable to those of the women 
of the South.

John Hunt Morgan kept southern 
Ohio in apprehension. In Chilli­ 
cothe and neighboring Ohio towns, 
many homes were burned and in­ 
num erable families were left des­ 
titute. M organ's July, 1863. foray 
into southern Indiana caused great 
excitement and apprehension in 
Shelbyville and other towns. 
After the battle of Gettysburg 
the streets of the town were filled

The rolling of vehicles, ex­ 
cited cries of men. women, and 
children. No one dared to be down 
or think of sleeping, and as soon 
as it was light I started out with 
my aunt. As I was about to de­ 
scend the front steps the explosion 
caused by blowing up the m aga­ 
zine occurred and before I knew 
it I found myself flat. Glass fall­ 
ing all around; 
but my aunt, 
nothing daunted, called to me to 
follow’ her. and we made our way 
to the Valentine House. . . .

"Oh, the horrors of that 
night: The rolling of vehicles, ex- 
cited cries of men, women, and 
children. No one dared to be down 
or think of sleeping, and as soon 
as it was light I started out with 
my aunt. As I was about to de- 
scend the front steps the explosion 
caused by blowing up the maga- 
zine occurred and before I knew 
it I found myself flat. Glass fall- 
ing all around: but my aunt, 
nothing daunted, called to me to 
follow her, and we made our v.ay 
to the Valentine House. . . . I

Sinton C am er­ 
on was succeeded as Secretary 
of W ar on 15 January 1862 by Ed­ 
win McM.

He grossly underestim ated 
the losses that would be caused 
bv disease and battle casualties.

TRIN ITY REFORM ED CHURCH was organized as early as the 
Spring ol I TIU) The Reverend George Troldenier vxho came to 
America from Holland was the first pastor. The old log school 
house on High Street was used by the Reformed people as a place 
of worship. It stood hard by the present Church edifice. The 
German language was used at all services and it became known 
as the German Church 
The foundation for the second church 
building was laid on the present site on January 27, 1812. The 
steeple was IOO feet high In 1822 boll.' were placed in the steeple. 
the largest of which is still in use in the present Church. 


In 1K32 the English language was introduced in tho Church 
services and the first Church records started. The present build 
inc was erected in 1851. During tile Rattle of Gettysburg in 1863 
it was used as a hospital. The blood of the soldiers ran freely 
and holes had to he bored in the floors to let it run out. The 
cupola was used by the sharpshooters and one bullet went 
through a hod mattress in an upstairs room iii the old Compiler 
Building on Baltimore Street There were Union Soldiers in the 
Church building at the time the Louisiana Tigers were trying to 
take Culp’s Hill. A wounded soldier with hands out of one of the 
windows of the Church kept signaling to the Union Forces on 
Culp’s Hill. This caused much blood shed for tin* Louisiana Tigers 
and the hill remained in the possession of the Union Forces. 


In 1917 and 1918 the Church School Rooms were used as a “ Y 
Hut” for the soldiers stationed at Camp Colt under the leadership 
of one who later became General Dwight Eisenhower. Seventeen 
pastors served this congregation. Notable among them was Dr. 
Emmanuel V. Gerhart who later became president of the Theo 
logical Seminary at Lancaster and afterwards tile President of 
Franklin and Marshall College, Lancaster. The longest pastorate 
was held by the Reverend Dr T J . Barkley who served here for 
33 years 
The living former pastors include the Reverend Dr 
Paul Reed Pontius and the Reverend Norman L. Horn. 


In 1892 the Church was remodeled and the towers added. In 
1950 the Church was remodeled again and equipped vc itll better 
Church School facilities. The Parish Hall was added in the rear. 
The present Pastor, the Reverend Dr. Howard Schley Fox, has 
served since 1930. The congregation numbers 500 members. It is 
a part of the United Church of Christ The Church is incorporated 
under the name of Trinity Reformed Church.
